“Q.—Why didn’t France capture 
Madrid a month ago when everybody 
expected him to? | 
“A.—Let Webb Miller, European 
news manager of the United Press, 
who spent several weeks last fall with 
General Franco’s army, answer that. 
In Miller’s opinion, the drive upon To- 
ledo to relieve the Alcazar so weakened 
General Franco’s army that it was 
found impossible to maintain the mo- 
mentum. Furthermore, it is well 
known that it is much harder to ad- 
vance in built-up areas than in open | 
country. The flat roofs of Madrid af- 
ford excellent machine-gun posts. The 
government’s resistance was strength- | 


ened by arrival of the International: 
Brigade, which is principally what 
saved Madrid. Miller believes it would | 
be impossible for Franco to take the 
city at all without the heavy German 
and Italian aid which he is now re- 
ceiving. | 

“Q—Did Mrs. Simpson ever have a 
good chance of becoming queen? 

“A—No, because the king’s govern- 
ment objected. The king had to bow 
to his government's wishes. I found 
on my return to this country a misap- 
prehension in many quarters that the 
king could do as he pleased, regardless 
of advice from his ministers. That is 
incorrect. The king of Great Britain 
is sO surrounded by constitutional res- - 
traints that his every public act comes 
under the scruitiny of his cabinet. The 
king functions through his ministers 
and one of them takes responsibility 
for his every official act of any im- 
portance. 

“Q.—Why didn’t the king make an/' 
issue of his desire to marry Mrs. Simp- 
son by refusing to take the cabinet’s 
advice, and force the Baldwin govern- | 
ment to resign? 

“A.—The king must have realized 
that it would be impossible for him to 
select anyone to form a new govern- 
ment who could secure the support of 
parliament, because parliament was al- 
most unanimously opposed to Edward’s 
marriage with Mrs. Simpson. If Bald- 
win had resigned the country might 
have floundered without a government 
for a few days, then the king would 
have had to ask Baldwin to form an-; 
other government and as one of the 
conditions of so doing, Baldwin could 
have insisted the king promise not to 
marry Mrs. Simpson. 


“Q.—Will the change from Edward 
to George involve any alteration in the 
British government’s foreign policy? 

“A.—No. I presume this question is 
prompted by the belief that Edward 
was interested in fostering amicable.

NEW YORK (lP)—The General Mo- 
tors Corporation today announced a 
pay rise of five cents an hour in all 
‘plants of the company. 
| The increase will go into effect Feb- 
ruary 15 in all plants now in opera- 
tion. In plants not now in operation, 
the rise will go in effect when they 
reopen. The company said the iny 
crease would add $25,000,000 yearly to 
its employes’ wages. 

General Motors Corporation common 
stock opened 10,000 shares at $70 a 
share, up 2% points on the stock ex- 
change. The initial block which rep- 
resented a total amount of $700,000 ap- 
peared on the tape 17 minutes after 
the opening gong sounded. The price 
of $70 was a new 1937 high for the 
stock.

Chocolate Layer: Two squares un- 
sweetened chocolate, 1 cup milk, %*-cup 
sugar, 1%. tablespoons cornstarch, dash 
of salt, % teaspoon vanilla, 1 baked 9- 
inch pie shell. 

Light Layer: One egg. yolk, slightly 
beaten, % cup sugar, dash of salt, 2 
cups milk, 1 envelope gelatin, 1 egg 
white, stiffly beaten, % teaspoon. van- 
illa, % cup cream, whipped. Add cho- 
colate to milk and heat in double 
boiler. When chocolate is melted, beat 
with rotary egg beater until blended. 
Combine sugar, cornstarch, and salt; 
add gradually to chocolate mixture and 
cook until thickened, stirring constant- 
ly; then continue cooking 10 minutes, 
pene occasionally. Add vanilla and 
cool. Turn into pie shell. Combine 
egg yolk, sugar, salt, and milk, and 
‘cook in double boiler 5 to 7 minutes, or 
untit] scalded, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from fire and add gelatin, stirring 
until dissolved. Chill. When slightiyv 
thickened, fold in egg white and van- 
illa.
